Jonathan  Scott  Hartley 

It  was  through  the  efforts  of  Jonathan  Scott  Hartley,  whose 
death  occurred  December  5,  1912,  that  the  Art  Society  of  Pitts- 
burgh was  able  to  present  the  Exhibition  of  Bronzes  two  years 
ago,  as  well  as  this  one. 

Mr.  Hartley  was  a man  of  great  simplicity,  sympathy,  and 
strength,  full  of  charming  fancy  as  shown  in  his  Sun  Dials, 
Fountains,  and  other  works. 

As  Secretary  of  the  National  Sculpture  Society,  his  co- 
operation meant  success  in  undertaking  to  collect  representative 
works  by  American  sculptors. 

The  first  exhibition  was  a revelation  to  most  people  who 
saw  it  of  the  artistic  value  and  beauty  of  American  sculpture 
in  the  smaller  forms,  and  the  interest  it  aroused  was  very 
gratifying  to  Mr.  Hartley. 

This  collection  represents  a still  higher  standard  of 
excellence  in  this  field  of  art  of  which  all  may  be  proud. 

We  lament  his  loss  to  the  world  of  art  and  to  the  Society 
for  whose  advancement  he  thought  and  labored  to  the  end.
